The October Grand-jury submitted their 
final report to the Criminal Court this after- 
noon and were discharged. Their report in 
regard to the subject of fines and remits is as 
follows: 

**We made such an investigation as was 
possible, after the regular business 
was completed, of the receipts, 
disbursements and methods of the 
officers of the several courts having 
criminal jurisdiction and found many irreg- 
ularities which shovld be thoroughly looked 
into by a Grand-jury having less regular 
business before them than. this body. 
Briefly stated, we can say that 
bonds have been taken without 
affidavits as to the financial condition, of the 
pondsmen as required by law;that it Is the 

exception and not the rule to enforce the 
collection of forfeited bonds, and that no 
proper check exists upon the accounts of the 
respective courts. 

HUCKSTERING REMITS. 

‘*‘It is provided, we belleve,in the charter of 

the city that all money, the property of the 
city, shall be paid into the City Treasury and 
not;be withdrawn except as provided by 
law and ordinance; yet we findthata prac- 
tice has longexisted under whichthe City 
Marshal retains money in his possession re- 
from fines, and pays it 
out upon permits subsequentiy granted 
for other and different fines 
previously imposed and collected. In some 
cases finesthat have been imposed and col- 
lected months before and which snould have 
and may have gone into the city 
treasury are remitted and paid out of 
monies subsequently collected, which is 
clearly in violation of the spirit, if not the 
letter ofthe law. Remits seem to be readily 
and easily obtained, apparently pass 
from hand to hand like currency and 
are after beingissued bought and sold upon 
the street. They are finally paid by the City 
Marshal upon the presentation of any holder, 
and considered youchers against any receipts 
of money by his office.

‘*Noremit should be granted except upon 
the written application of the person fined. 
Kemits granted of the payment of the fine

It is a difficult task, requiring time and 
patience to correct evils which seem to he

GRAND-JURY. 

If there is any reason for the existence of a 
Grand-jury under our form of government, 
which we greatly doubt, it should sit 
at long intervals and its duties be confined to 
investigating the acts of the servants of the 

opie who have been elected or appointed 

o fill the various offices and poiaies them to 
accountability. This body, during a long 
session, has been occupied under the 
law and  ofrders of the court for 
three-fourths of its time in reviewing 
after hearing one side of the casethe acts of 
a court, which has heard both sides of the 
Samecase. To the layman this seems useless 
and indeed insome respects harmful, while 
there is caused great and unnecessary 
delay and expense. We do not feel com- 

tent to discuss this question, but

LONDON’S LATEST SCANDAL. 


Further Testimony in the Smyth-Leader 
Libel Suit. 


LONDON, Nov. 3.—The trial of Mrs. Leader’s 
suit against her former friend, Mrs. Smyth, 
for slander, was resumed this morning. Mrs, 
Leader was recalled tothe witness stand for 
further cross-examination. She declared 
that she had not kept the letter which Capt. 
Trench wrote to her when he sent her the 
brooch, but had given its contents to the best 
of her recollection. 

Gen. Smyth then testified that he believed 
the brooch in the case belonged to his wife. 

The daughter, Miss Ada Smyth, aged 14, 
who is said to be a miniature of her mother, 
said she believed the brooch to be her 
mother’s property. 

Geo. Astley, a jeweler, testified that he had 
sold the brooch to Mrs. Smyth in 1887. The 
brooch was accompanied by a case specially 
made for it. He belleved he had never sold 
another brooch of the same pattern. The 
case produced by Mrs. Leader did not fit the 
brooch. In cross-examination he admitted 
that his firm placed a private mark upon 
brooches that were sold. {here was no such 
mark upon the brooch produced and he had 
not expected to find anyafter it had been 
worn five years. 

Geo. Currie testified that he made a case 
for Mrs. Smyth’s brooch and the case pro- 
gduced by Mrs. Leader was never made for 
the brooch, 

Alice Louisa Smith, a parlor matidinthe 
service of Mrs. Smyth, testified that she re- 
membered Mrs. Leader visiting the Smyth 
residence on Sept. 21 last year, and going to 
Mrs. Smyth’s bed-room., 

Susan Hansell, a cook, gave similar testi- 
mony. 

Miss Ethel Wheeler testified thatshe had 
traveled in Egypt with Mrs. Leader, who 
read to her portions of letters received from 
Capt, Trench, 

Mrs. Leader never mentioned to her that 
she had received a brooch from Capt. 
Trench. The witness acknowledged on 
cross-examination that Mrs. Smyth had par- 
ticularly stated that Mrs. Leader stole the 
brooch. 

Mrs. Leader, recalled, said she was not 
aware that there was no Black Mountain ex- 
_pedition until March, 1891, some months after 
‘the date about which, according to the’ test!- 
mony «Capt. Trench had sent her a brooch. 

This closed the case for the defense and Sir 
Edward Clarke began his argument in behalf 
of Mrs. Smyth. He urged that Mrs. 
Smyth was entitled to a verdict. 
He commented severely on Mrs *Leader’s 
admissions that she had written an unsigned 
letter from Mrs. Smyth’s huuse to Capt. 
Trench and asked the ‘jury to consider 
whether her answer and demeanor suggested 
that she wasatruthfulwoman. It was re- 
markable, he said, that she should have 
stayedaat Mrs. Smyth’s house and seen her 
brooch and had not mentioned the fact that 
she had one just like it. 

Sir Edward Clarke closed by arguing that 
Mrs. Leader’s story was one accumulation 
of improbablilities, and he urged the jury to 
give a verdict upon the facts without regard 
to sympathy. 

Mr. Lockwood, in behalf of Mrs. Leader, de- 
livered a powerfulargument. He said: ‘‘What 
Sir Edward Clarke really asks is that you 
should believe that the witnesses for the 
plaintiff are all perjured. Is Lieut. Leadera 
man to commit or to suborn perjury? If 
Lieut. Leader fabricated the sketch of tlie 
brooch from the appearance of the brooch on 
a photograph of Mrs. Smyth, then four 
people are guilty of conspiracy. 
Lieut, Leader’s sketch was fully as good as 
the police sketch circulated upon a descrip- 
tion given by Mrs. Smyth. Would the jury 
convict the plaintiff upon such evidence ina 
criminal charge? The evidence clearly in- 
dicates that Capt. Trench admired the plain- 
tiff, and what is more likely than that he 
sent her a present? At this pcint the court 
adjourned. 


ANARCHIST SENTENCED. 
BRUSSELS, Nov. 3.—Villoval, publisher of 
La Misere, has been sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment for printing an anarchist arti- 
cle. While the court was adjourning Villoval 
made his escape from his keepers and has 
not been recaptured. When the sentence 
was passed on him the Anarchists in the 
court-room hissed the Judge, and when the 
jurors left the court-room Villoval’s sym- 
pathizers hustled them in a dangerous man- 
ner. The police intervened to protect the 
jurors.

THEY CAN CALL ON SHERIFFS TO EXE- 
CUTE THEIR ORDERS. 


Sweeping Opinion Covering the Matter 
Given by Acting Attorney-General 
Aldrich—The Iron Hand of Republican 
Rule Laid Bare— South Carolina Ballots 
Illegal—Political News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 3.—Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Aldrich, Acting Attorney-General, in a 
formal and sweeping opinion, just 
rendered, as to the employ- 
ment of United States Marshals and 
supervisors at the polls, rules, inaddition to 
the points previously covered, .as to the 
rights of these officersto be present within 
the rails at the polling places, thatthe mar- 
shals also have the right tosummon the sher- 
iff’s posse comitatus to assist them and 
also to call upon allorganized military bodies 
for the same purpose. The Acting Attorney- 
Weneral ‘adds that general instructions 
issued in New York, Arkansas and Alabama 
bring the State officers issuing them under 
the provisions of the United States laws as to 
conspiracy to obstruct. 

The acting Attorney-General’s opinion ts as 
foliows:

ties thereof; ortoinduce by like means any officer 
of the United States to leave any State, district or 
piace, where his duties as an officer are 
required to be performed. or toinjure him in his 
person or property on account of his lawful dis- 
charge of the duties of nis office, or while engaged in 
the lawful discharge thereof; or 
ure his property 80 as to 
nterrupt, hinder, or impede him 
discharge of his official duties; each of such persons

ble to instant arrest without process, and 
shall be punished by imprisonment, net more than 
two years, or bya fine of not more than $3,000, or 
by both9 such fine and imprisonment, and shail pay 
the cost of the prosecution, 

In view of these provisions it is not thought 
that any person or combination of persons 
will seek in any way to interfere with 
the marshals in the discharge of 
their duties. Any such interfer- 
ence will be rigorously prosecuted. The 
marshals and their deputies are at such 
polling places as peace officers and non- 
partisans, and their instructions allow 
no discrimination for or against any 
party. An honest ballot and a fair count is 
what the law was designed to pro- 
vide and its constitutionality has been 
so strongly upheld and ‘the paramount 
power of the Government so clearly 
asserted by the St@preme Court, that it would 
be idle to discuss that question. The idea 
that the United States is not as much the 
object of the people’s love and patriotism as 
any State is utterly mischievous, although 
implied in the circulars referred to. A peace 
officer of the United States who seeks to pre- 
vent illegal voting no more invades ihe rights 
of American citizens than does the peace 
officer of a State. The impression that the 
Federal Government is a foreign power 
should be obliterated. 

The statement that section 2,021 Is the only 
section authorizing the appoihtment of 
deputy marshals and therefore that such 
appointments can be made only in ciries of 
20,000 Inhabitants or upward, is not the view 
of the law entertained by the Attorney- 
General or myself, nor has sucha view been 
held or expressed by any Attorney-General 
Since the enactment of the law. So far 
as can discover the instruc- 
tions given by Attorney-General Taft in 
his circular letter of Sept. 4, 1876, have been 
continuously acquiesced in, 

In this circularhe said: ‘*‘You will observe 
that the ‘special’ deputies mentioned in 
sec. 2,021 of the revised statutes have 
peculiar duties assigned to them, duties 
which otherwise do not belong to deputy 
marshals. Such ‘special’ deputies can 
be ne eye only in cities of : 
inhabitants or upwards. But the duties 
assigned to marshals and their deputies by 
sec. 2022, or other like statutes, belong to all 
duly appointed @é@puties, whether they 
be general or ‘special’ within 
the meaning of that and the preced- 
ing section. Deputies to discharge this lat- 
ter class of duties may be appointed to any 
number whatever, accordingto the discre- 
tion of the Marshal in all States in which 
Sheriffs have a similar power.’’ 

The question whether the deputy marshals 
have the right to be within the guard rail of 
the polling places is answered in 
the Attorney-General’s circular of 
Oct. 81, 1892, in the affirma- 
tive. As will be observed, sec. 5522, revised 
statutes, prescribes a penalty of im- 
prisonment and fine against any per- 
s0n who with or without the authority 
of any State or municipality, inter- 
feres with or prevents the marshal or his 
eneral, or special deputies from the per- 
ormance of any duty, hinders-or prevents 
the full and free access and egress 
toand from any such place of registration 
or poll of election, or from any such regis-

ATTY.-GEN, MILLER TALKS CONCERNING THEIR 
DUTIES. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind.,°3.—The attednion of 
Attorney-General Miller was called this morn- 
ing toacircular sent out from Democratic 
headquarters in New York urging resistance to 
the use ofthe rooms by United States Mar- 
shals within 150 feet of the polls, and he was 
asked what would be the action of the Fed- 
eral authorities, Mr. Miller was inclined to 
be reticent. 

He did not think the 
rally meant to advice armed _resist- 
ance to the United States au- 
thorities, but was inclined to regard the 
circular as being simply in line with the cam- 


paign literature that Ils always sent out for ef- 
fect at this stage of a greatcampaign. Mr.Mil- 
ler thought that there Would be no Federal 
Marshals except where they are needed and 
where they had been regularly applied for 
and appointed, and he was convinced 
that where they were properly 
authorized Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike would respect their autnority. 
He said that United States Marshals were 
peace officers and expected only to 
perform their duty which is to 
enforce the law. The matter _rested 
in the hands ofthe acting Attorney-General 
at Washington, who would seethat the law 
was obeyed and order preserved. Mr. Miller 
contemplated no trouble of any _ Kind.

TICKETS TOO LONG, 


CLEVELAND IN DANGER OF LOSING SOUTH CAR- 
OLINA. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Nov. 3.—There is dan- 
ger of the loss of this State to Cleveland. It 
was discovered to-day that a serious error 
has been made inthe printing of the Demo- 
cratic electoral ticket in the State 
which will result in the entire Democratic 
electoral vote being thrown out on accognt 
of illegal tickets if the error is not corrected. 
As it is the tickets have beenin the hands of 
the Commissioners of Election and County 
Committees for some time, and have been 
partly distributed. Therein lies the danger. 
It is hard to tell what proportion of the tick- 
ets have been sent outfrom the State Com- 
mittee headquarters are illegal. Most of those 
heard from area sixteenth ofj an inch too 
long, some too small and.some too large. 
The law saysthey must be 5x24e inches ip 
size. Theresponsibility for. such a serious 
error seems hardto fix. ‘The tickets went 
through the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

W. G, Albergotti, on Dehalf of the Execu- 
tive Committee of Orangeburg, who dis- 
covered the error, came to the city yester- 
day and calied on Secretary Tompkins, 
submitting “that all the tickets sent 
to that county for State and 
county as well as _ electoral purposes 
failed to come up to the = require- 
ments. Then it came to light that the dils- 
covery of the illegality of tne tickets had been 
made prior to the coming of Mr. Albergotti

nes. Hesays fie can

MAINTAIN YOUR RIGHTS. 


CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY LIKELY AT THE AR- 
KANSAS POLLS. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Nov. 3,—There is trouble 
brewing in this State and it Is likely to break 
out before election day. Judge Rose, a mem- 
ber of the National Democratic Committee 
from Arkansas, J. W. House, chairman ofthe 
Democratic State Central Committee, and 
other well-known lawyers and citizens of Lit- 
tle Rock have caused the following circular 
to be issued: 

To the Election Officers of the State of Arkansas: 


In order that there may be no misunderstanding as 
to your duties at the ensuing election, we have 
thought proper toissue this letter There will be 
supervisors appointed by the Federal Court at nearly 
all the voting precincts in the State and they have 
duties to perform which should be respected by the 
wehbe andclerks.

are opened until the election is closed and the can- 
vass or count of the vote is made by the officers and 
the certificates made. They have a right to scru- 
tinize the manner in which the voting is done, the 
manner in which the poll-books are kept, to scruti- 
nize, count aud canvass each baliot. They have a 
right to occupy any place they wish, before or be- 
hind the ballot-box, in order to see each person 
offering himself to vote, and to scrutinize the 
manner of conducting the election. In other 
words, “the supervisor has the right to 
see and kaow everything’ that transpires 
between the voter and the judges, so far asthe 
election of Congressmen isconcerned. He has no 
right to suggest to any voter astohow he shall or 
shall not vote. In fact, he has norighttosay or 
suggest anvthing to the voter, except to ask him 
queen touching his qualifications to voteif he 
should be challenged. And although the super- 
visors may chalienge a vote, yet ifin the opinion of 
the sudieee ofelection, Or &@ majority of them, he is 
a qualified voter under the Constitution and laws of 
the State, it will be their duty to allow him to vote, 
notwithstanding the protest of the supervisor. 
It is said that United States Deputy Marshals 
will be appointed at the various precincts in this 
State and take charge of the elections. There is no 
authority inthe Federal statute which .anthorizes 
this. except in cities of 20,000 or more inhabitants 
Hence the only place in Arkansas where deputy 
marshals can be appointed is in the city of Little 
Rock, it being the only city in the State with as 
many as 20,000 inhabitants. Therefore if any Dep- 
uty United States Marshals should be appointed any- 
where exceptin Little Kock it would be without 
authority of law, and it will be the duty of peace 
officers ofthe county to uphold and maintain the 
State law in keeping the peace at the 
voting precincts, and a gry Marshal can exer- 
cise no more authority at the election precinct or 
polling place than any other citizen. If they shouid 
undertake totake charge of the voting precinct or 
booth, or attempt officially todo anything in con- 
trolling or influencing the election, or violate in any 
manner the State statutes, they should be arrested 
by the Sheriff, whose duty it is to preserve the peace 
atthe election precinctsand see that a fair expres- 
sion of the Will of the people is had. 

In the Tereiee ofthe dutiesand functions which 
the law, both State and Federal, imposes upon you, 
the greatest caution should be preserved to do no:h- 
ing rashly or outside of the law, and special pains 
should be taken to prevent any disturbance or 
breach of the peace. Atthesame time, no willful 
violation of the iaw by parties acting under the as- 
sumed authority of the United states Marshal should 
be tolerated.

The 
four concerns mentioned are the only enter- 
prises of the kind in St. Louis, and they are 
among the largest in the United States. 
They have a united working capital 
of over $1,000, 000, and have made 
St. Louis the leading street 

car manufacturing city of the country. 
was said that Henry C. Scott, who has an 
office in the Bank of Commerce Building, was 
engineering the enterprise and _ that 
Ww. H. Thompson, President of the 
Bank of Commerce, was asso- 
clated with him in completing the 
deal. Mr. Scott, when seen to-day, stated 
that he had nothing tosay whatever on the 
subject of the syndicate. He refused to con- 
firm or deny the taking the 
ground =_i that had n0 
right to things. 
President Thompson of the Bank of Com- 
merce was more free in his expressions. He 
said thatthe proposed syndicate had been 
talked of for some time and that several 
brokers had spoken to him in relation to the 
matter, but that he had not in 
any way become a rty to the 
transaction. He expressed the opinion that 
the negotiations had not reached a definite 
conciusion, and thatthe reports were as yet 
merely street talk. He also said the street 
car building industry had grown to enor- 
mous proportions during the past few years, 
and he instanced the demand for cars 
in St. Louis where almost every line has been 
reconstructed and equipped with new rolling 
stock. But he was not sure that this pros- 
perity will last because when a road is once 
supplied with new cars the companies will 
not give the _  car-builling com panies 
a large order for some time _ to 
come. Hence when the reconstruction period 
of street railway traffic is ended the building 
companies may experience a lull in business.

Instructions Sent Out to Boldly Claim 
‘Evety Doubtful State. 


FIGURES; WHICH OVERTHREW: CHAIR- 
‘MAN CARTER’S CONTENTION. 


How the Result Is Now Figured Out at 
Democratic Headquarters — Populist 
Leaders Eure of Success in Kangas— 
Reports From ths Republican Strong- 
holds of New York—New Jersey Will 
Do Good Work. 


New York, Nov. 3.—The word has gone 
out from Chairman Carter’s headquarters to 
Republican committees in all the doubtful 
States to claim everything. This policy is 
one of the fruits of Quay’s advice. Since 
yesterday, when the National Republican 
Committee issued its address to the voters of 
the country, in which it was stated that the 
managers were confident of victory on Tues- 
day next, the reports received at headquar- 
ters have all been tinged with a roseate §hue. 

The Democrats are fully aware of this ar- 
rangement, and take the windy claims for 
what they are worth. ‘‘It is the Quay bluff,’’ 
remarked the men at headquarters. COXair- 
man Harrity is as calm and unconcernédé as 
he has been at any time since the opening o 
the campaign. He can see no reason t 
doubt the calculations made by the shrewd- 
est politicians in the Democratic party in 
this State. Menlike Sheehan, Murphy and 
Croker have given him assurances that tne 
State is safe beyond doubt, and the gigantic 
pretensions of the other side have been abso- 
lutely worthless in the way of creating doubt 
or fear. 

The Republicans had been waiting for a 
time when they thought a move such as that 
of yesterday would be most effective. The 
factthatthe registration in the State did 
not come up to expectations is used by them 
as anargumentthatthe vote claimed by the 
Democratic managers would not be forth- 
coming. Asa matterof fact the registration 
figures show that the falling off ha’ Deen in 
Republican districts,.and every Democratic 
leader has sent assurances to the committee 
that his district ts alt right.

These people could give no other reason for 
their claims than that word had come from 
headquarters to make them. 

The week will be one of the hardest kind of 
work on both sides. Every movée by thé Re- 
publicans will be watched closely and ad- 
vantage will be taken ofthe slightest mis- 
take. The wily Quay is supposed to be lay- 
ting some trap outside of baiting the country 
with boodle. Still there is only cheerfulness 
among the Democrats. The men who have 
Mr. Cleveland’s campaign in charge are de- 
termined that they will winfor him. No 
move will be made that Is not thoroughly 
digested, and now that New York and Indi- 
ana are regarded as safe they will be pro- 
tected with jealous care,

New York, Nov.8.—Many of the Democratic 
leaders of the interior counties who had Deen 
summoned to New York to make reports of 
the condition of affairs in their districts 
dropped into Nationali Headqnarters to-day, 
after they had seen.

Up 
to within two days the Republicans were of- 
fering odds that the county would go Repub- 
lican and few Democrats who possessed any 
inside knowledge of the situation were dis- 
posed to accept. The announcement that

crats that Cleveland’s majority of four years 
ago will not be materially diminished. Hill’s 
return to Eimira inthe interest of the na- 
ional ticket will bring gloom to the 
publican camp. The managers 
have counted on general disaffection 
among the Hill men, and now that 
they see this hope disappointing they are re- 
vising their predictions. The Republicans, 
now that the hope of profiting by Democratic 
disaffection has .vanished, are countiug on 
gains in other directions. 

In the county there area large number of 
tobacco-growers who have received higher 
prices for their leaf as a result of protection, 
and the Republicans believe that they will all 
support the Republican ticket. There is per- 
haps good ground for this expectation. he 
Republicans, however, willlose through the 
growth of the third party and 
the Prohibitionists more than they 
gain among the tobacco growing class. 
In the towns of Erin and Veteran the/|People’s 
party bas made a number of converts, and it 
also has a small following in other sections. 
The party has a county ticket in the fleld, 
and so have the Prohibitionists. The Repub- 
licans in the city are nota particularly happy 
family. Henry Flood, who wasthe RepuDii- 
can Postmaster, was removed by request of 
the Republican traders. Hedidn’t run the 
office according to thelr ideas. Now he and 
his friends are not saying much, but itis 
known that they don’t have any high appre- 
clation of Harrison. They are nottaking any 
active interest in the cainpaign. 

The Republican County headquarters are 
in the officejof the United StatesjMarshal. He 
is thejofficial who is supposed to be lynx-eyed 
when it comes to discovering frauds. He 
must wear smoked glasses in his office so as 
not to see the traffic in votes right under his 
very nose. In Chemung County,every third 
manthe Republicans say, isa ‘‘Floater.’’ 
Apparently they are conducting their 
canipaign accordingto this belief. On the 
Democratic side, Chairman Cotton, who 
knows allthe secret pages of political his- 
tory, has been working nard: 

Before he recelved word of Senator Hill’s 
arrangements he said he believed that the 
county would go Democratic. He thought 
the Republicans were exaggerating the ex- 
tent of the ill feeling among the Democrats. 
This is the way he thought for interviewing 
purposes. 

Other leading Democrats, who ought to 
know, however, declared that the outlook 
was decidedly gloomy up to Friday last. 
There was a bitter fight among the Demo- 
crats last spring and the result caused no 
little disappointment. The regular nominee 
for Mayor was Matthew Arnot’s man, Fred 
Collins and David C. Robinson, a son of ex- 
Gov.*Robinson, was the candidate of an- 
Other Democratic faction, and he received 
the indorsement of the Republicans. The 
fight was a bitter one, and much hard feeling 
was engendered. senator Hill took a partin 
the campaign and urged his friends to sup- 

rt Collins. Robinson was elected Dy a ma- 

rity close to.1,000. A barrel of money was 
used in the election, as both sides con- 
cede. Robinson is now in MIine for 
the national ticket, and although he has not 
openly united with the regular organization 
he is vay ght at work. He believes that 
Cleveland will carry the county by as large a 
majority as he recelved four yearsago. The 
registration this year exceeds that of 1888 by 
several hundred and the Democrats believe 
that itis to their advantage. The Republi. 
cans say the increaseis intheir favor. Just 
mention Hili to them, however, and they 
change their tune.

Experiments Made by the Department 
of Agriculture. 


NEW EXPLOSIVE COMPOUND EMPLOYED 
THAT WORKS SUCCESSFULLY. 


Full Tests to Be Made in the Arid Dis- 
tricts of Texas—The Kearsarge Model 
to Be Taken to Indianopolis—Saucy 
Hawalians Apologize—Department Af- 
fairs—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 3.—For nearly a 
week rain-making experiments have been 
conducted by the Agricultural Department at 
Fort Myer. Twoofthe new explosives that 
are being tested promise well. One, is rosel- 
lite, a powder resembling in appear- 
ance moist brown sugar and 
smelling like fresh concrete. It is 
the invention of Dr. Roselle, and is made by 
mixing one part to seven of chlorate 
of potash and asphaltum ofl. It is 
one of the safest known high explosives 
to handle and can be exploded only 
by means of a detonating force, 
It ranks above dynamite and if cheap. 
The other is intended to takethe place ot 
the rather expensive oxygen-hydrogen bal- 
loon. Itisa vast paper bag, 30 feet long and 
5feet in diameter, filled with carbonated 
vapor, which explodes with enormous 
energy and is likewise cheap of prepara- 
tion. The party across the river has 
practically satisfied itself of the value of the 
new compounds and is about to break camp 
and leave early next week, for San Antonio, 
Tex., where attempts ona gigantic scale 
will be madeto shake rain out of the clouds 
on the dry Texas prairies. 

THE KEARSARGE MODEL. 

The full-size model of the Union crulser 
Kearsarge, which wasone of the mostat- 
tractive features of the Grand Army display 
here, will soon disappear from the White 
Lot, Where its hull, masts and spars have 
been a pleasing addition to the landscape. It 
will be taken to pleces and transferred to 
Indianapolls, where it will be 
rebuilt in time for the G. A. R, encampment 
next year. Permission was yesterday se. 
cured from the Secretary of the Navy to 
remove all parts of the vessel belonging to 
the government, all expenses to be borne 
by the Indianapolis manager of the en- 
campment and the local committee freely 
transferred tothe Hoosiers all their interest 
in the mimiccrulser. It is the purpose of the 
Indianapolis people to have the Kearsarge in 
the water on at least one side so as to give it 
the appearance of being afloat, which was 
only defect in the Washington produc- 
tion.

As if toemphasize the charge made by 
Mr. Carl Schurz that the Presidency was 
bought four years ago and is. likely to be 
bought this time, there comes the publica- 
tion of the names of many subscribers to 
the Republican fund and the amounts con-

Most conspicuous is Andrew Carnegie, 
who gives $100,000. the 
millionaire woolen manufacturer, gives 
$35,000; Hamilton Disston’s Sons, $10,000;

Itis not patriotism, but 
profit, which 1s behind these subscriptions. 
Andrew Carnegie, who pocketed $1,500,-

their continuance. The truth is he ought 
to be assessed still higher. As a matter 
of cold business the line he gets in the 
tariff law is worth more than he gives. 
The Disstons, down for $10,000, sell fine 
cutlery in Australia in competition with 
English manufacturers, but say they need 
protection against Sheffield inthis country. 
Some of the other steel men in the list 
have been caught selling castings in this 
country at 4cents a pound, while their 
prices in Canada are between 2 and 3 cents. 
Their contribution to the Republican 
fund is to protect this clear gain of 2 
centsa pound. They are robbing Ameri- 
can users of steel of at least that much, 
for, of course, they do not sell to Cana- 
dians ata loss, It is flat plunder.

Object of the French Expedition Under 
Col. Dodds—The Irish Funds Still in 
Paris Bankers’ Hands—Progress of the 
Emyth-Leader Libel Suit — General 
‘Foreign News. — 


Parts, Nov. 3.—Col. Dodds, commanding 
the French forces operating against the Da- 
homeyans, has telegraphed details of the 
fighting that took place on Oct. 20 and 21. 
His dispatch says thatthe French were at- 
tacked at Aksa by the whole strength of the 
Dahomeyans. The natives were repulsed 
with heavy loss after two days’ fighting. 
Col. Dodds’ address says that King Behanzin 
now wishes to cometoterms. The French 
commander, asa preliminary condition, in- 
omeyan 
lines along the River Koto. Kirg Bebanzin 
refased, and on Oct. 26 the French column, 
which bad in the meantime been reinforced, 
attacked and carried two lines of entrench- 
ments between Aksa and Kotopa. On Oct. 27 
the French captured an important line along 
the Koto, the strongest fortified position the 
French have yet captured. The total French 
loss throughout these battles was ten killed 
and seventy-three wounded. 

After staying three days on the banks of 
the Koto, Col. Dodd advanced along the 
road to Kana, prepartng for his final march 
to Abomey, the capital, When the troops 


rested they were revictualed. Col. Dodds 


concluded his dispatch by stating that the 
resistance of the Dahomeyans is becoming 
less vigorous, owing to the enormous losses 
they have sustained in the numerous engage- 
ments with the French. 

It is believed on good grounds thatan im- 
mense treasure, the accumulation of up- 
wards of two centuries, ts buried in Abomey, 
the capitalof Dahomey. Ailowing largely 
for exaggerations, thig treasure, the writer 
declares, is said to be worth a sum equiva- 
lent to 500,000,000 francs. .I1t is known, £bhat 
the suceessive Kings of Dahomey have buried 
vast quantities of bullion within the pre- 
cincts ofthe palace in a number eof large 
pits, ten or more of which are sald to contain 
goldand silver to the amount of several 
millions of 4rancs @ach. 

Authentic reports of the -extstetite of this 
treasure reached the French through mis- 
Ssionaries and traders, and this readily ac- 
counts for the eagerness displayed by the 
French to capture Abomey. The attempt, 
the correspondent says, has been postponed 
for various reasons, but now that the French 
Sehate and Chamber of Deputies have voted 
a credit for the purpose, preparations will be 
made in earnest for a march on Dahomey. 

Col. Dodds, who belongs to the marine arm 
of the French service, has had long service 
in Western Africa. Heisa mulatto, born in 
Senegal, and this fact has enabled him to re- 
crult recently some bundreds of his country- 
men, who are among the brightest and best 
of his force. He was commandant at St. 
Louts when Lieut.-Col. Terrillon made war 
in 1890 against King Behanzin. Hetaught the 
French troops how to fight the natives and 
drew up the plan of campaign which is now 
being put into execution. 

According to private letters Behanzin con- 
tinues to receive supplies of arms and am.- 
munition from German firms. established on 
the coast. The French war ships, in carrying 
out the blockade of Dahomey, prevent the 
German traders from landing stores at Wy- 
dah as they were formerly able todo. These 
transactions are now, however, effected 
through the German colony at Togo, stores 
disembarked at Petit Popo being ccenyeyed to 
Dahomey along the Franco-German frontier 
to Tado, whence they easily reack Abomey. 
It was thought that in April last Behanzin 
had very little war material at bis disposal, 
and most of his rifles were known to be use- 
less. Since then the King has increased his 
armament by a considerable number of 
Winchester and Snider rifies. These arms 
and other stores have been suppited by the 
Germans, contrary to thé stipulations of the 
Brussels conference, and it is probable that 
the French Government will take prompt 
action in the matter,

As to the other state- 
ments in the English and Irish press as to the 
political side of the question we have nothing 
to say as that does not concern us. Weare 
simply bankers who hold the monéy in trust. 
We do no&\ intend to give it up until we are 
assured by our legal advisers that we can do 
so with perfect prudence, without danger of 
having to refuna it twice over,’’

ON LAKE AND SEA.

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Many Vessels Went Down in the Recent 
Storms. 


WRECKAGE OF THE STEAMER W. H. 
GILCHER PICKED UP. 


Believed to Have Foundered on the Night 
of Oct. 28—Dense Fog Impedes Traffic 
in New York Harbor-—British War Ship 
Stranded at Ferrol—Disasters Re- 
ported. 


CuHIcaco, ILL., Nov. 3.—The recent gales on 
the lakes were probably the most destructive 
to lake shipping inthe history of the inland 
marine. The losses of the last fiVe days 
were estimated by underwriters yesterday 
to be about $450,000, fully a dozen boats 
having passed out of existence and not 
less than twenty-five seamen hav- 
ing been lost. The nearest 
approach tothe recent gale in the amount of 
property losses was the great storm on 
Thanksgiving, 1889, when the losses exceeded 
$400,000. Other storms have greatly exceeded 
this lastone in the numberof sailors lost, 
but not in value of property. 

The insurance losses for the season have 
already exceeded any previous year in lake 
history. Most of the business, particularly 
on the large steel steamers, was done at ex- 
ceedingly low rates, and the companies 
which come out Dec. 5 next, when the season 
closes, without a heavy deficit will be indeed 


fortunate, 

Furniture and wreckage has been picked 
up on North Island, marked ‘‘W. H, Gil- 
cher.’’ Thesteamer must have foundered 
on the night of the 28th, north of the Mani- 


tous. 

The crew is made up as follows: 

Lloyd S. Weeks, master, Vermillion; Ed- 
ward R. Porter, first-mate, Loraine; Finley, 
second mate, Buffalo; Sidney B. Jones, chief 
engineer, Marine City, Mich.; King, wheel- 
man, Chicago, formerly from Vermillion; 
Yhompson, oiler, a son of Daniel Thompson; 
Charles Hontoon, oiler, Marine City; Will 
Faulthauber, fireman, 21 years old, Vermil- 
lion, This leaves ten men, the names of 
whom are unknown. 

A telegram from Green Bay, Wis., early 
this morning says that the steamer Lacka- 
wanna, supposed to have been wrecked near 
South Manitou Island, Lake Michigan, is safe 
at that port. 


FOG AT NEW YORK. 

New YorK, Nov. 3.—The fog which settled 
over the bay yesterday evening continues 
this morning. None of the operators at 
the reporting stations are able to see in- 


coming vessels, exceptatthe Upper Boarding 
Station, and not even there unless they pass 
close in shore. The City of New York, which 
was sighted off Fire Island at 8:42 last even- 
ing, bad not arrived at quarantine at 9 
o’clock this morning. The Gulon liner Wis- 
consin from Liverpool, which crawled in and 
dropped heranchor off quarantine at 8:45, 
and thé Norwegian steamship Ask from Bar- 
acoa,and Brown, from Gibraltar Oct, 15, 
are the only steamers out ofalarge due list 
which has reported since early last evening. 

Numerous slight accidents were reported 
asaresultof the fog. A small vessel was 
sunk, and at least one. man drowned is also 
reported. Acouple of Battery bcatmen ran 
into a lot of wreckage last night about 10 
o’clock, which looked as if it might have 
been the deck work of a small steamer. 
About the center of the floating mass they 
saw alot ofclothing andthe body of a man. 

The fog was also very dense in this city 
but aside from its uncomfortableness it did 
no harm. The elevated trains and street 
cars were run somewhat slowly in order to 
avoid accidents. Last night the tug-boat 
James A. Dumont collided with a garbage 
scow when near the Brooklyn shore in New 
York Bay. Both craft. were so badly hurt 
that they sank immediately. The crews of 
the tug and scow were saved with difficulty. 
The tug-voat was valued at $6,000. 

The North German Lloyd steamship Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. has arrived aiter an eventful 
voyage. Fourof her crew received serious 
injuries during the trip across, having been 
Knotked a ainstthe iron bulwarks by heavy 
seas that rded the steamor almost con- 
stantly. The Kaiser Wilhelm II. was two 
daysand eight hours beyond her usual time.

The section of the report referred to reads 
as follows: 

The increase in wages since 1880 has been very 

eneral. With an exceptional decrease, no changes 

ave occurred in Lie pasttwo years, except in the 
case of cabinet makers, who have obtained a reduc- 
tion of hours without a change of wages. The 
various bullding trades secured similar reductions 
some two years ago, andthe other trades have, by 
means of strong labor unions, secured advances in 
wages during the past twelve years, amounting to 
froin 8 to 20 per cent, the cooper trade showing the 
Kreatest loss, not so much in the rates paid 
as in the loss of time through the introduction of 
machinery; she horce-collar makers following in the 
same manner, and in some cases voluntarily reduc- 
ing theirown wages to prevent the inroads of ma- 
chinery, the decreased earnings in their trades 
aniounting to lvl per cent during the decade. 
Other reductions of a minor eharacter have heen 
made, which are not sufficient in amount to merit 
notice. 

**Then [understand that your investiga- 
tion proves that the wagesof workingmen, 
especially in the HNnesot protected industries, 

have not been advancedinthe past three 
years?’’ the reporter remarked after copying 
the above.
